MINERS’ BATTLE ~

RESUMED TODAY 


Twelve Are Sent To Hos­ 
pitals In Latest 
Hitter Fight 


Springfield. 111., 
J une 7— iAP> — 
Rioting between rival coal miners’ 
unions today sent 
twelve men 
to 
the hospital, where one 
was 
ex ­ 
pected to die. 
A 
detachment 
of

Guardsmen, rushed here from Tay- 
lorville during the 
night, 
helped 
quell the outbreak 
between m em ­ 
bers of the United 
Mine W oiken 
of America, who were starin g to 
work 
at the Peerless 
Mine, 
and 
pickets affiliated 
with 
the rival 
union, the Progressive 
Miners 
of 
America. 
In the melee guns were fired and 
sticks and stones thrown b efo re the 
troops and local officers establ, li­ 
ed order. 
One of the miners, whose name 
was not obtained immediately, nas 
believed fatally injured.

Is Peabody Mine 
The Peerless mine, where the riot 
occurred, is the 
property cf

Peabody Coal Company, 
which is 
operating its mines in central

Members of the Progressive U n­ 
ion. formed a year ago. 
have 
at­ 
tempted to picket 
working 
mines, 
while rivalry between the two or­ 
ganizations resulted in the station­ 
ing on National Guard companies 
in Sangamon and Christian coun­ 
ties. 
The troops were 
withdrawn 
from Springfield some time ago. 
Five of the 
participants

LOVE STILL DEFIES “ MODERNISM” 
The New York woman who killed herself and her two. 
children in order to clear her husband’s path toward an­ 
other woman seems to hav e prov ided a singularly tragic 
commentary on the ultra-modern attitude toward lov e. 
This wife knew that her husband wanted the other w o ­ 
man. 
The three of them had sat dow n together, a number 
of times, to talk it all ov er. 
As the husband ex plained, 
they had “ talked it ov er calmly , in the modern manner” ; 
and the root of the whole tragedy , perhaps, lay in just 
that assumption that “ the modern manner” in an affair 
of this kind is really v ery much different than the manner 
of our grandparents. 
Modern fiction, of course, is full of sage comment on 
the triangle. 
A great many books and play s hav e been 
written to prov e that lov e conquers all, to prov e that no 
domestic obi gations or pledges should stand in the \\a\ 
when two people conceiv e an ex tra-marital attachment 
for each other. 
A lot oi people hav e tried to shape their conduct on that 
thesis. 
Since many folk are as superficial in t hei r emo­ 
tions as in their thinking, this has v ery frequently work­ 
ed out iairly well. 
Hut ev ery so often something like this 
New \ ork catastrophe happens, and xs 
discov er that for 
ail their talk some people cannot help acting and feeling! 
just as they would hav e in the old day s. 
These people, y ou see, talked things ov er “ in the mod­ 
ern manner ; and according to the canons of modern fic­ 
tion, the discarded wife should hav e retired gracefully , 
consoling herself with the reflection that it just wouldn’t 
do to stand in the way of a great and holy lov e. 
But underneath this “ modern manner,’ human hearts 
act about as they alway s did. 
They break, occasionally , 
just as paintully as in the old day s. 
Loneliness and dis­ 
illusion are just as hard to bear as ev er. 
So a woman and two children are dead. 
The div ine 
rigmt to liv e y our own life and go y our ow n way may be 
g.OGOus as modern fiction asserts. 
But innocent 
ov standars, now as formerly , hav e to pay for it.
